ROYAL CONDESCENSION. 


, Queen Victoria Gives Mr. Frank H. Collier, 
of Chicago, a Private Audience at Os- 
borne House, and Receives a Congratuia- 
tory Address, to Which Her Majesty 
Graciously Replies. 

Lonpon, Aug. 23.—Mr. Frank H. Col- 
lier, of Chicago, was the recipient of a 
| private andieuce wiih the Queen, at Os- 
| borne House, yesterday afternoon, and 
resented to Her Majesty the jubilee ad- 
ress of residents of Chicago of British 
birth or parentage. In presenting the ad- 
| dress Mr. Collier said: ‘“Your Majesty—In 
{behalf of sixty thousand people of the 
' city af Chicago ef British birth or parent- 
age, it gives me great pleasure to present 
to you this congratulatory address. 
Though separted far from our mother- 
land, our hearts still beat warmly with 
love and veneration for England’s Queen.” 

The Queen replied: “I thank you and 
the people you represent for the address, 
and thank you personally for your own 
words. My answer to the address you 
will find in this paper.” 

The Queen then handed to Mr. Collier 
her formal reply to the address, which is 
as follows: “I thank you for the address 
which you have presented me, Coming, 
as it does, from persons of English birth 
beyond the seas, who retain feelings of 
love for their mother country and sym- 
pathy with her, I receive it with pe- 
culiar satisfaction. That the peo- 
ple of Chicago should have given 
expression to these kind - expressions 
not only toward the Anglo-Saxon races of 
these realms, but also toward myself, is to 
me a source of much gratification, and sus- 
tains me in the belief that the friendship 
and good will which now exists between 
the two countries, and which I have 
always endeavored to promote, are of a 
real and enduring character.” 

Mr. Collier was driven from Osborne 
house to Cowes in one of the Royal car- 
riages, and returned to London last even- 
ing. He was asked by a reporter whether 
he kissed the Queen’s hand, and replied: 
“No; I did not, for the reason that it 
would have been improper, as I am nota 
British subject, but am proud to be an 
American citizen. I consider the fact that 
the Queen granted a private audience for 
the purpose of presenting the address a 
compliment, not only tothe British resi- 
dents of Chicago, but to citizens of the 
town generally. 

Mr. Collier reached Portsmouth Sunday, 
and crossed to Cowes yesterday. He was 
received by Sir Henry F. Ponsonby and 
escorted to Osborne House, where, at 
two o’clock, he took luncheon with Sir 
John Cawell and several members of the 
Queen’s household, including Sir H. E. 
Ponsonby, Dr. {Jenner, Her Majesty’s 
physician, and Colonel Byng, after which 
he was shown about the house. The audi- 
ence took place at half-past three o’clock. 
The address is mainly congratulatory, but 
the intention of the signers that Mer 
Majesty should not be misled as to their 
political allegiance is plainly evident from 
this sentence: ‘Although the signers are 
proud to be citizens of the United States, 
they do not forget their British birth or 
parentage.” 

As Mr. Collier retired, the Queen looked 
at the covers of the address, and said: ‘it 
is very pretty.”

‘WEEKLY SUMMARY, 


Showing Results of the Winter Wheat and 
Oat Harvest in the West and Northwest— 
Condition of the Yet Uumatured Corn 
Crop—Tardy but Welcome Rains. 
CuicaGco, Aug. 21.—The following crop 

summary will appear in this week’s issue 

of the Farmers’ Review, showing the re- 
sult of the wheat and oat harvest in the 

West and Northwest, together with the 

condition of the yet unmatured corn 

crop: 

Our reports do not indicate any mate- 
rial change in the condition of the corn 
crop in the different States as a result of 
the recent réfreshing rains. Corn on high 
and dry lands was too far gone to be re- 
cuperated by rains, but low- 
lying and _late-planted fields have 
been somewhat helped. These, however, 
are not of sufficient acreage to affect to 
any appreciable degree the general aver- 
age of condition. Dakota alone reports 
the condition of the crop above average. 
The average yield of winter wheat in the 
different States, as shown by the spring 
returns from our crop report, is as fol- 
lows: 

Twenty-five Illinois counties, 15 3-4 
busheis; 14 Wisconsin counties, 4 2-5 bush- 
els; 11 Ohio counties, 13 3-11 bushels; 13 
Missouri counties, 20 4-13 bushels; 9 Mich- 
igan counties, 16 1-3 bushels; 8 Kentucky 
counties, 10 bushels; 15 Kansas counties, 
12 2-5 bushels; and 11 Indiana counties, 
14 1-5 bushels. 

The average yield of spring wheat in the 
different States is as follows: 

Fourteen counties in Iowa, 12 bushels; 14 
counties in Dakota, 19 bushels; 8 counties 
in Minnesota, 9 1-2 bushels, and 138 counties 
in Nebraska, 11 8-13 bushels. 

The average yield of oats in the differ- 
ent states as shown by threshing returns 
from our report, is as follows: 

Twenty-six Illinois counties, 32 bushels; 





11 Wisconsin counties, 26 9-11 bush- 
els; 11 Ohio counties, 32 2-5 bushels; 
11 Missouri counties, 82 4-5  buse- 


els; 11 Michigan counties, 27 
bushels; 7 Kentucky counties, 24 3-5 bush- 
els; 14 Kansas counties, 25 1-8 bushels; 10 
Indiana counties, 244-5 bushels; 20 Iowa 
counties, 33 1-2 bushels; 11 Dakota counties, 
839-11 bushels; 9 Minnesota counties, 33 
bushels, and 12 Nebraska counties; 32 
bushels. 

The recent rains have much refreshed 
and invigorated the pastures, and a fair 
supply of fall feed is now anticipated. 
Potatoes generally are turning out a poor 
crop on account of drought, but late va- 
rieties have been helped by the rains. The 
apple crop will be generally light in the 
West. Cattle are beginning to pick up in 
condition, and are reported in good health 
as a rule. 

The average condition of the corn crop 
in the States reporting is as follows: 
Twenty-six counties in Illinois report an 
average condition of the crop of 50.4 per 
cent.; eleven counties in Wisconsin, 56.9 
per cent.; ten counties in Ohio, 69.5 
per cent.; eleven counties in Missouri, 63 
per cent.; ten counties in Michigan, 
45.5 per cent.; seven counties in 
Kentucky, 56 per cent; thirteen counties 
in Kansas, 40.7 per cent; nine counties in 
Indiana, 48 per cent; nineteen counties in 
Iowa, 82 per cent; thirteen counties in 
Dakota, 125 per cent; ten counties in Min- 
nesota, 79.6 per cent; and thirteen coun- 
ties in Nebraska, 70 per cent. 

The weather has been favorable for all 
crops in Kentucky, Tennessee, Virginia 
and in the Middle Atlantic and New En- 
gland States. In Minnesota the uncut 
crops were improved, and harvest crops 
damaged by raius.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The signal of: 
fice weekly weatherecrop bulletin says: 
During the week ending August 20 it has 
been slightly warmer than usual through- 








out the Southern States and the Ohio val- ° 


ley, and cooler than usual throughout the 
Lake region and the Upper Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys, the average daily tem- 


perature in the last district ranging from . 


2 to 4 degrees below the normal. In 
New England, the Middle Atlantic States 
and on the Pacific coast the temperature 
differed but slightly from the normal. 
The daily average temperature for the sea- 
son, from January 1 to August 20, has 


ranged from 1 to 2 degrees above 
the normal in the’ central val- 
leys, and it has_ been - slightly 


cooler than usual at ‘stations on the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts, and from Lake 
Superior westward to-Montana. During 
the week the rainfall has been in excess 
generally throughout the corn and tobac- 
coregions, and the northeast portion of 
the cotton region and in Northern New 
England, while there has been less than 


; the usual amount of rain in the lower Mis- 





sissippi valley, on the Middle and Sonth 
Atlantic coast, in Arkansas, in the south- 
ern portions of Missouri and Kansas, and 
from Lake Superior westward to Dakota. 

Well distributed rains have occurred 
throu ghout the drought region, and rain 
continues in this section. The large defi- 
ciency in the rainfall for the season, rang- 
ing from five to fifteen inches in the Missis- 
sippi valley, has been slightly reduced in 
the Northern States and augmented in the 
Southern States during the past week, the 
only sections reporting an excess of rain- 
fallfor the season being Northern New 
England, central portions of the Middle 
Atlantic States, Southern Dakota, and the 
northern Pacific coast. 

The weather for the week has been fa- 
vorable throughout the corn belt, and the 
recent rains have greatly improved the 
condition of that crop, but owing to the 
lateness of the rains in the principal corn 
producing States, the ‘yield will probably 
be below the average. In the cotton re- 
gion from Alabama westward to Texas 
the weather for the past week has im- 
proved the crop conditions and the cotton 
harvest is progressing, but more rain would 
benefit the crop in the central portion of 
Arkansas. In North and South Carolina 
an excess of rainfall for the week is re- 
ported as unfavorable for the cotton crop. 
The weather has been generally favorable 
for all erops in Kentucky, Tennessee, Vir-

COMPTROLLER TRENHOLM. 


About One Million Dollars of the Defunct 
Cincinnati Kank Now in the Hands of 
the Government at Wash'ngton—The 
Profit in Buying Government Bonds, 
Wasninaton, Aug. 26.—Comptroller of 

the Currency Trenhoim has concluded, after 

an examination of the affairs of the Fidelity 

National bank of Cincinnati, to declare a 

dividend as soon as possible. For the pur- 

pose of ascertaining exactly what percent- 
age to pay to the depositors he desires that 
all accounts should be presented and proved 
immediately. In explaining matters the 
comptroier said: 

“There are in the treasury belonging to 
the Fidelity National bank about $940,000. 

I think that before the 1st of September the 

amount will be $1,000,000. At 6 per cent. 

per annum the interest on $1,000,000 is up- 
ward of $164 a day; and, as I have no doubt 
the depositors could use their money either 
to make or to save interest at 6 per cent. or 
over, I ani very anxious to pay a dividend 
at the earliest possible time, I am informed 
that the creditors are slow in proving their 
claims. The law allows them three months 
for this step, but I don’t want to postpone 
paying dividends to those who have proved 
their claims until the end of three-months, 

IT have, therefore, written to the receiver to 

suggest the earlier date at which a dividend 

can be declaréd. All the claims filed up to 
that tiie and proved will participate in that 
dividend. Of course, sufficient funds will 
be reserved to cover the claims appearing 
on the books of the bank, but not yet 
proved by the holders, and at the end of 
three months from the appointment of the 
receiver those who do not participate in the 
first dividend will be paid in the same 
ratio.” 

The comptroller added that his idea was 
to declare the first dividend about the 1st of 

September. 


Too Poor to Enter Folities. 

WasuHincron, Aug. 26.—The report from 
Chicago that Civil Service Commissioner 
Oberly is to resign to accept the chairman- 
ship of the Democratic National committee 
is discredited by his friends bere. They say 
that Mr. Oberly is a poor man and could 
not afford to enter politics again. There is a 
general belief here that in the event of Com- 
missioner Miller’s resignation, which is 
quite likely on account of his ill health, Mr. 
Oberly would be made commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue. 


No Such Offer Ever Made. 

WaSHINGTON, Aug. 26.—A county tair 
association in New York state has circu- 
lated a story that President -Cleveland had 
offered a prize of $10 in gold for the best set 
of triplets, to be exhibited at the fair. These 
gentlemen, in their desire to advertise their 
show, evidently gave no thought to the con- 
sideration that such a publication placed the 
president in an attitude of coarse indelicacy 
before the people. No such offer, nor any- 
thing like it, has been made by Mr. Cleve- 
land. 


Profit in Bond Buying. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—A statement pre- 
pared at the treasury department showsa 
profit to the government of %323,302 by 
Wednesday's purchase of $3,135,400 four- 
and-a-half per cent. bonds, or in other words 
the interest charges on the purchased bonds 
would amount to $323,302 more than the 
sum paid if the bonds had been allowed to_ 
run to the date of maturity. 





Arrested for Violating the Revenue Laws. 
Van Went, O., Aug. 2.—J. T. Wilson, 
an old and respected citizen of this place, 
was arrested here yesterday evening by 
United States Marshal Brod and taken to 
Toledo, charged with violating the revenue 
laws. Wilson is well known to be an honest 
man, and the charge can hardly be proven. 
The warrant for his arrest alleges that he 
sold cigars without license at a soldiers’ pic- 
nic at the fair ground in this city, July 22. 
The fact of the matter .s that the Union Vet- 
erans’ union, a soldiers’ organization, se- 
cured a liconse for that day, and employed 
Wilson to sell the goods, and the license was 
in his possession at the time. It is highly 
probable that there has been a mistake 
somewhere.
